Remarks By the School Board 


We- were unable to get but little of the repair 
work done on our school houses before the end of the 
school year in June; however, part of it was con- 
tracted for and the work on the Center school house 
was gotten well underway in August. The toilet was 
connected with the school building, as suggested by the 
State, and new floor and ceiling put in, but as this 
matter has been taken up in the Superintendent’s re- 
port, we will not repeat it, but you can tell from that, 
what we originally intended to do and what we were 
actually obliged to do. 

As near as we can find out, nothing has ever been 
done on the Center school house, until now, since back 
in the 1860’s so the only wonder is, that there wasn’t 
more that had to be done. 

We put steel sheathing overhead in both the Cen- 
ter and the Falls school houses, thinking the additional 
expense of the steel was to our advantage, as it is prac- 
tically indestructable. 

Much credit is due Miss Kimball, our teacher in 
the Pine River district, for the great improvement 
she was the means of having done, to the seats in that 
school house, and we thank her for taking such inter- 
est in her school. 

Our thanks are also due to Mr. Horn, of Belmont, 
Mass., for the gift of a piano for the Effingham Falls 
school, which is much enjoyed by the teacher and 
pupils there, and appreciated by the school board.

For the past three years, the Sunday nearest May 
30, has been observed in the Center Effingham church 
with Memorial exercises, by the pupils of our schools, 
each school furnishing four or more numbers on the 
program, and the exercises in 1922 were especially 
appropriate and well carried out, and are a credit to 
all the pupils taking part, as well as to our teachers. 
This is an event which we hope will continue to be 
carried out each year. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Effingham: 


Last year there were but four schools maintained 
in Effingham in place of six the year previous. The 
consolidation at Center Effingham resulted in a total 
membership of 29 pupils, with an average of 24; and 
at Effingham Falls it produced a total membership of 
24, with an average of 18. These numbers are not 
unduly large, and a real gain resulted by having larger 
classes. Miss Ruth Snow, Miss Gladys Leavitt and 
Mrs. John Chase continued their services at their re- 
spective schools during the year. Miss Marshall, how- 
ever, resigned during the winter term and was suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. Mary C. Meloon. At the end of the 
year Mrs. Chase and Mrs. Meloon, on acocunt of fam- 
ily cares, gave up their positions, the two vacancies 
being filled by the selection of Miss Helen Conner for 
the South Effingham School, and of Miss Helen Kim- 
ball for the one at Pine River. I am glad to report 
that all the schools are making good progress. 
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There seems to be some misconception concerning 
the status of scholars between the ages of five and 
eight years. The compulsory age for school attend- 
ance is eight years; a child may enter school, however, 
after he is five years old, provided he starts at the be- 
ginning of the fall term. When he is once registered 
as a member of any school he is subject to the same 
rules and regulations that govern all scholars. To be 
sure, the parent has the right to take him out of school, 
but in that case he must stay out until the beginning 
of the next year. In no case can the attendance be 
intermittent. 

Several years ago, at my suggestion, the School 
Board made a regulation that pupils should be ad- 
mitted to the first grade only at the beginning of the 
‘school year. In each of our schools from five to eight 
grades are represented with a consequent large num- 
ber of lessons. The teacher, with her crowded pro- 
gram should not be expected to make room for an extra 
class, and if she does so it must be at the expense of 
the other classes. I believe, then, that requests of 
parents for the admission of children to the first grade 
in the spring term should be courteously but firmly 
denied. 

It has been customary, at least in the last few 
years, to open our schools the day after Labor Day and 
close them at the end of the first or second week in 
June, with two week vacations at the end of the fall 
and winter terms. It has frequently occurred to me 
that in the rural districts there might be an advantage 
in opening the schools two weeks earlier than usual 
and closing one week later and having a vacation of a 
month to six weeks during the latter part of the winter 
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when the traveling and weather conditions are likely 
to be the worst. Of course, this is a question to be 
considered in the light of its convenience to the pa- 
rents, but I would propose it for your serious consid- 
eration. 

The Center Effingham school house _ received 
especial attention during the summer and early fall 
in the matter of repairs and alterations. The original 
plan of the school board contemplated connecting up 
the toilets, repairing the ceiling and putting in a new 
floor. When the work was started, however, it was 
discovered that the entire underpinning of the build- 
ing must be replaced, and the chimney rebuilt. All 
these things were accordingly done and the result is a 
gereatly improved building. Also, a new steel ceiling 
was placed in the Effingham Falls school, and a new 
stove purchased for the school at South Effingham. 

At this time I should like to call attention to 
certain work that has been done for the past year or 
two at Center Effingham, because it is unique among 
our schools. About one hour a week has been allowed 
for the subject of free hand drawing and coloring. 
In the place of this Miss Leavitt has had the children 
of her school do work in the practical arts. The boys 
took up manual training and with a few ordinary tools 
have made many useful things, including knife hold- 
ers, towel racks, bird houses, etc. The girls engaged 
in sewing, and in addition to making simple things for 
themselves and members of their families they have 
learned to crochet and embroider. In fact, both the 
boys and girls have been so interested in this work 
that they have voluntarily devoted many of their 
recesses and noons to it. 
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In the last three years there have been fourteen 
pupils graduate from the eighth grade of our schools. 
Of these, eleven, or nearly 80 per cent., have entered 
and are still attending high school or academy. This 
is an excellent record for any town, particularly so 
for a town that maintains no secondary school of its 
own. And when. we consider the special effort that 
the Effingham boys and girls must make to get this 
education, some of them driving to and from their 
homes a number of miles each day in all kinds of 
weather, this percentage is all the more impressive. 
These pupils deserve a good deal of credit for their 
effort, and the parents for their interest in the matter. 

In closing, let me mention the endeavor being 
made by the teachers, assisted by the pupils, to im- 
prove the appearance of their school rooms. By sell- 
ing different products, by means of socials and en- 
tertainments held at the school houses, funds have 
been obtained for this purpose. In the spring term 
of last year the Pine River school secured a good 
framed picture of Lincoln, and this year money has 
been earned which will be expended for the purchase 
of a bookcase. At the South Effingham school this 
year, the proceeds of a box social were sufficient to 
buy materials to paint the interior of the school house, 
the work itself being done voluntarily and without 
charge by Mr. and Mrs. Crabtree. These things 
should certainly be appreciated.
